thrownout of Doors, their Houſes Burnr ro Aſhes, The moit of their Goods 
and Effets deſtroyed, by the Flames, and ſuch of chem as were thrown out - 
on the Street, Broken, rendered ulelefs, or ſtollen awav, So that all the In- 
habiranrs of theſe Houſes have ſuſtained ſuch Loſſes, as cannor in al! probability 
be Repaired, or they pur in a Condition to live, without ſome Ex-raordinaty 
Supply be allowed them, Moſt of thz Inhabitants being utterly Impoveriſhed, 
and diſabled from following their Trades, whereby they may earn their Bread 
and keep their Familys together, the preſent Dearth, and ſcarcity - | Victual, 
Expoſing theſe Familys to ſtave for want, Unleſs Their Lordſhips provide 
ſome Remced, and the multitude of Ordinary Poor,making them utterly uncap- 
able to afford any Supply to theſe Poor Familys by the ordinary Collefions. 
And therefore, Humbly Craving, In manner and to the effect atcermentioned, 
as the ſaid Petition beats. The Lords of His Majeſty's Privy Council, _ 
having conſidered the Petition given in, ro them be the ſaids Miniſters, and Kirk-
